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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie tenn "battery-less" has not been considered before and is unclear what scope it covers. Page 14 line 9 of 
applicant's specification, which is argued to not disclose a battery, teaches the use of a capacitor or a minature battery. In addition, 
relevant cited portions of the Cimochowski reference indicate that a capacitor instead of a battery may be used in a similar fashion as in 
the above mentioned portion of applicant's text. . 
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
